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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 17-27, drawn to an orientable longitudinal structure comprising 
longitudinal actuator made of shaped memory alloy, n-doped and p-doped Peltier 
elements and electric operating means. 

Group II, claim(s) 28-30, drawn to an endoscope comprising a longitudinal body 
having a viewing system wherein at least part of the longitudinal body is formed 
using at least one orientable longitudinal structure as in claim 17. 

Group III, claim(s) 31-35, drawn to a method of manufacturing an orientable 
longitudinal structure. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature between Groups I and II and Groups II and III is substantially 
longitudinal actuators made of shaped memory alloy arranged in pairs and positioned 
antagonistically, n-doped and p-doped Peltier elements and electrical operating means, 
where each actuator is in contact at its ends with an n-doped Peltier element and a p- 
doped Peltier element. This element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT 
Rule 13.2 because the element is shown in the prior art. Japanese Patent 

20001 35288A teaches shaped memory alloy elements (17, 18) which are arranged in 
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pairs and positioned antagonistically with n-doped and p-doped Peltier elements and 
electrical operating means (25), where each actuator is in contact at its ends with an n- 
doped Peltier element and a p-doped Peltier element (Fig. 1). The common technical 
feature between Groups I and III is the same thing as noted above, however, an added 
shared special feature is that the actuators are leaves. Although JP2000135288A does 
not teach that the actuators are leaves, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to make the actuators leaves because the leaf shape and wire shape of 
the actuator would function in the same capacity and therefore would not substantially 
affect the whole function of the orientable longitudinal structure. Therefore, this feature 
cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because it fails to provide 
contribution to the prior art 

3. A telephone call was made to Barry Kelmachter on June 1 3, 2009 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
